The Executive Force Review Committee consisting of Commander Michael Rothans, 
Commander David Fender, and Commander Buddy Goldman met and reviewed the 
above case. 


FORCE POLICY RELATING TO INCIDENT: 


Department members may use deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of 
others, only when they reasonably believe death or serious physical injury is about to 
be inflicted upon themselves or others. 


FINDINGS: 


Deputies were on routine patrol on Downey Road in East Los Angeles, when they 
saw two males (suspects) walking northbound on the sidewalk. When the deputies’ 
presence became known to the suspects, they crouched behind a vehicle to conceal 
themselves. The deputies stopped their vehicle to investigate the suspicious activity. 


EFRC -2- November 29, 2012 


The deputies gave verbal commands to both suspects to show their hands. 
Suspect [followed the commands and laid on the ground. The other 
suspect (Suspect Garcia) started to walk away, turned, and pointed a handgun at 
the deputies. Fearing for their safety, both deputies fired one round each at 
Suspect Garcia. Suspect Garcia fell to the ground still holding the handgun. He 
continued to ignore verbal commands to drop the weapon and attempted to 
stand. Believing Suspect Garcia was still assaulting them, one of the deputies 
fired one round causing Suspect Garcia to fall to the ground and become 
incapacitated. 


The Committee determined the deadly force used to defend against the armed 
suspect was reasonable, necessary, and justified. The Committee also 
determined the tactics used by the deputies were within the Department's 
training standards. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


While the force and tactics were held within policy, the Committee recommended 
the unit commander, Captain James P. Wolak, conduct a tactical debriefing 
regarding the positioning of the patrol car and Deput failure to 
immediately notify his partner that the suspect was armed with a handgun. The 
tactical debriefing should also include the officer safety issue of approaching the 
suspect and kicking his handgun away. 


Additionally, the Committee recommended that both deputies attend the eight 


hour Tactics and Survival Training, class 1, and the four hour Arrest and Control 
for Field Operations Training.

completed its review of the August 20, 2011, fatal shooting of Pablo Garcia by Los Angeles 

County Sheriff Deputies mu —— 1: is our conclusion that Deputies 
MU C in lawful self-defense and defense of others. 


The District Attorney's Command Center was notified of the shooting on August 20, 2011, at 


approximately 10:00 p.m. The District Attorney Response Team, comprised of Deputy District 
um Deborah Escobar Delport and District Attorney Соо E 


responded and was given a briefing and a walk-through of the scene. 


The following analysis is based on reports prepared by the Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department (LASD), submitted to this office by Investigators Luis Nunez and Richard Tomlin, 
LASD, Homicide Bureau.

FACTUAL ANALYSIS 
On August 20, 2011, at approximately 8:13 p.m., Deputies and Iwere on patrol 
traveling southbound on Downey Road north of Noakes Avenue. Deputy, [was the

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The men (subsequently identified as Pablo Garcia m appeared to crouch behind a 
parked car as the deputies approached. shined his patrol vehicle's spotlight on the 
parked car and stopped his vehicle. bserved a handgun in Garcia's right hand. As Iii 


and Ис са the patrol car, Garcia stood up and appeared ready to run. HE saw his 
hands in his waistband and yelled out, "Let me see your hands!" 


Garcia ignored MR И quickly walked into the driveway at [Downey Road. Garcia 
suddenly turned and pointed the handgun ни his partner of the gun and 
instinctively ducked down. lieved that Garcia was going to shoot him and so 
he fired his service weapon one time at Garcia. 


ШИШ nad run around the rear of the police car when he suspected that Garcia was about to flee. 
At that time, he heard his partner yell out "Gun!" As he positioned himself to the left of 

he saw Garcia walk into the driveway and turn to his right with the gun still in his hand. 
It appeared oM Garcia was looking back at them in order to acquire a target. In fear 
for his and his partner's life, га his service weapon one time at Garcia. 


Garcia fell to his stomach with the handgun in his hand above his head. He was moving around 
and attempting to get up from the ground. Г 9 Garcia, "Let me see your hands! 
Don't get up! Don't move!" Garcia continued moving.” Г MS to ШЕШ. still got 
the gun, he's still got the gun!" He then ordered Garcia to throw the gun and to put his hands out 
to his side. Garcia ignored the commands and held onto the gun. While looking back toward 

| — Garcia then moved his lower legs as if he was attempting to stand up. believed 
that Garcia was preparing to shoot him. In fear for his life, he fired an additional round at 
Garcia. 


Meanwhile И radioed for assisting units and had turned his attention -—- o was 

still standing on the sidewalk. He ordered [fo the ground. He complied. then 

heard his partner yell out, "He's going for the gun! He's going for the gun again!" followed by 
{firing a round. Йорт олсһеа Garcia and kicked the gun out of his hand. 


Paramedics were summoned to the scene and Garcia was transported to Los Angeles County 
Medical Center where he was pronounced dead at 2:21 a.m. 


Garcia’s weapon was a "Jimenez Arms Inc" model JA9 9mm semiautomatic handgun. It had 12 
rounds in the magazine and one round in the chamber. 


Los Angeles County Deputy Medical Examiner Ogbonna Chinwah, M.D., performed Garcia’s 
autopsy on August 22, 2011. Garcia had a total of three gunshot wounds. He sustained a fatal 
gunshot wound to the left chest with a left to right and front to back trajectory. A second fatal 
gunshot entered the posterior outer side of the right thigh with a right to left and back to front

‘EEE believed that it was at this point that ЙЕ fired his service weapon. 
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trajectory. He also sustained a third, non-fatal wound to the left chest. The toxicology report 
revealed that Garcia’s blood tested positive for the presence of cocaine. 


On August 21, 201 М —— was interviewed by investigators. He stated that he and Garcia 
were members of the King Kobra street gang. On the night of the shooting, they were walking 
north on Downey Road when a police car stopped next to them in the street. Two deputies 
quickly got out of the car and said something to them. While [ii remained standing on the 
sidewalk, Garcia ran into a nearby driveway. The deputies chased after Garcia. He saw at least 
one deputy extend his arm followed by two gunshots. Garcia fell to the ground. Both deputies 
ordered Garcia to stay on the ground several times. It was dark and he could only see Garcia's 
gray shirt. Four to five seconds later he heard a third shot. Т OR knowing that Garcia 
was in possession of a gun that night. 


Numerous neighborhood residents were interviewed and reported hearing anywhere from one to 
four gunshots. None of the witnesses saw the shooting with the possible exception of 18 year- 
M | On November 2, 2011, was interviewed by investigators. On the 
evening of August 20, 2011, she was at her| esidence located on Downey Road. She 
was heading outside to check on her barking dogs when she heard two gunshots. Once outside 
she saw the silhouette of one person standing over another person on the ground lying on their 
stomach. She had a view of the left side of the person on the ground. The person standing 
yelled, "Don't move! Don't fucking move! Show me your hands!" and "Don't say anything. 
Don't give me a reason!" The person on the ground said, "I'm not moving officer" and "It hurts 
officer. I'm bleeding." Approximately one minute later she heard another gunshot.* 


CONCLUSION 


The use of deadly force in self-defense or in.the defense of another is permitted if it reasonably 
appears that the person claiming the right of self-defense, or the defense of another, actually and 
reasonably believed that he was in imminent danger of great bodily injury or death. People v. 
Williams (1977) 75 C.A.3d 731. 


In protecting himself or another, a person may use all force and means which he believes to be 
reasonably necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, in the same or similar 
circumstances, to be necessary to prevent the injury which appears to be imminent. California 
Jury Instructions—Criminal (CALJIC) 5.30 and 5.32. 


? In a subsequent interview on November 1, 2011, ссг!1са that one of the deputies yelled, "Get down" or 
"Stop, stop right there" when they first exited the police car. He estimated that the deputies initially fired five times. 
He recalled that Garcia said, "You guys got me already, you got me already. I'm down, I'm down," once he was on 
the ground. He then heard two to three more shots. КЕШ... present during the second interview and 
said that her son would not have been able to see much because his vision is extremely poor. 

^ On the night of the shooting, 25 contacted by a deputy canvassing the neighborhood for possible witnesses. 
At that time, she stated that she was in her bathroom and heard two quick shots followed by a single shot and did not 
see anything. When asked about her prior statement, Г EM that the deputy only asked her what she heard so she 
did not tell him what she had seen. 
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` Deputies Bn | SOM to contact Garcia and | О to their suspicious 
behavior. Rather than risk detention by the deputies, Garcia chose to run. While fleeing he 
pointed a loaded semiautomatic handgun at the deputies thereby threatening their lives. As a 
result, Deputies [and ERE responded with deadly force. Once on the ground, Garcia 
was ordered to stop moving and to relinquish his weapon. Instead of complying with their 
instructions, Garcia attempted to stand up with the weapon still in his hand while looking back at 
In fear for his life, responded a second time with deadly force. 


The evidence examined in this investigation shows that the actions of Pablo Garcia placed 
Deputies m in actual, imminent danger of death or great bodily injury. The 
response of the deputies with deadly force was both reasonable and necessary. 


We find that Deputies Hc | E in lawful self-defense and defense 
of others. We are therefore closing our file and will take no further action in this matter.

Оерлу o his partner, Deputy were traveling south on Downey Avenue when 
they saw two individuals walking north on the east sidewalk. As they drove closer, the 
individuals attempted to conceal themselves behind a parked vehicle. Recognizing this as 
suspicious behavior, the deputies stopped their patrol vehicle and contacted the suspects. 


The deputies immediately began issuing commands for the suspects to show their hands. 
Suspect complied with the deputies’ commands and laid on the ground. Suspect 
Garcia continued walking north and then turned east into a driveway. Deputy| saw 
Suspect Garcia was armed with a handgun and communicated his observations to Deputy 

Both deputies ordered the suspectto stop and show his hands. Suspect Garcia did 
not comply and concealed his hands from the deputies' view. At one point, the suspect 
stopped and turned toward the deputies, pointing the handgun at them. Both deputies, fearing 
for their safety, fired one round at Suspect Garcia. 


The suspect fell to the ground still holding the handgun in his right hand. Deputy MN 
repositioned himself and continued to order the suspectto drop the handgun. Suspect Garcia 

refused to comply and began to get up. Fearing the suspect was going to shoot at them, 

Оериу со one more round at the suspect striking him again. Atthis point, Suspect 

Garcia became incapacitated and Deputy| as able to kick the handgun away from his. 

right hand. 


Suspect Garcia sustained gunshot wounds to the chest and thigh. He was transported to Los 
Angeles County/USC Medical Center where he was pronounced dead. The incident was 
documented on a Sheriff's crime report, bearing File Number 011-10585-0278-013. The 
investigation was handled by Homicide Bureau Personnel. 


Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Stefanie Fredericks was notified. She along with Sergeants 
Scott Graham, and Carlos Flores respondedto East Los Angeles Sheriff's Station, to conduct 
an administrative review of the incident. The following review is based on written 
documentation, interviews of witnesses, and involved deputies.

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INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS 


On August 20, 2011 the Internal Affairs Bureau's Force and Shooting Response Team 
responded to the Unincorporated area of East Los Angeles regarding a deputy involved hit 
shooting. Theteam consisted of Lieutenant Stefanie Fredericks, Sergeants Scott Graham 
and John Rossi. Attorney Angelica Arias of the Office of Independent Review also responded. 


IAB NOTE: AB Lieutenant Stefanie Fredericks checked to see that the watch 
commander, Sergeant Rothe took reasonable steps to ensure the 
involved and witness personnel did not discuss the incident among 
themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to being interviewed by the 
assigned investigators, and that the involved and witness personnel did 
not collectively consult with their attorney or representative. In addition, 
IAB Lieutenant Stefanie Fredericks checked to see if the watch 
commander attempted to have the involved and witness personnel 
gather in the company of a supervisor until they have provided a 
statement to the assigned investigators. 


Upon their arrival they learned that there was an active command post and containment of the 
crime scene area. Investigators learned of the series of events which occurred, culminated 


into a deputy involved, hit shooting involving л ттт The 
personnel involved in the incident were uniformed patrol deputies. 


The criminal investigation was handled by Homicide Bureau Detectives Luis Nunez, and 
Richard Tomlin. Detectives Richard Ramirez and Marcelo Quintero entered the crime scene 
with Sheriffs Crime Lab Personnel. They documented their actions and findings on 
Supplemental Reports.
